Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1958. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
j  SERVICES'  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  are  combined  to  show 
(particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of 
the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
of  the  District,  HOUSING  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
i  OF  FOOD.  Separate  Reports  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

,  The  POPULATION  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  for  mid-1958  was  106,650,  an  increase  of  1,670  over 
the  mid-1957  figure.  The  population  figures  for  each  District  are  given 
ion  page  11,  together  with  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous 
i year;  an  increase  of  population  occurred  in  each  of  the  five  Districts 
of  the  Area. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE;  (i.e.,  number  of  births  per  1,000 
population)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  14.6  compared  with  14.4 
for  the  Area  in  1957.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1958 
!  was  16.4. 
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The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (i.e.,  number  of  deaths  per  1,000 
population)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  12.2  whereas  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  11.7 ;  in  1957  the  Death  Rate  in  the  Joint 
Health  Area  was  11.0. 

In  the  Table  of  Statistics  on  page  12,  in  addition  to  the  Crude  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  Adjusted  Birth  and 
Death  Rates  are  also  shown.  These  Adjusted  Rates  are  obtained  by 
multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability  Factors  for  the 
individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar- General ;  the  Factor 
makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population  in  a  particular  District,  and  so  allows  the  Rates  better  to 
be  compared  with  one  another  and  with  the  Death  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (i.e.,  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint  Health 
Area  was  17.9  compared  with  22.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (i.e.,  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  4  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area 
was  14.0  compared  with  16.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

One  MATERNAL  DEATH  occurred  in  the  Joint  Health  Area 
during  the  year. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  Table  showing  the  Causes  of  Death  is 
given  on  page  13.  The  commonest  cause  of  Male  Deaths  was 
Coronary  Disease  with  a  total  of  136  deaths  compared  with  121  for 
the  previous  year.  The  commonest  cause  of  Female  Deaths  was 
Vascular  Lesions  of  Nervous  System  with  a  total  of  127  deaths  com¬ 
pared  with  102  for  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  Malignant 
Neoplasm  of  Lung  or  Bronchus  were  45  Male  and  14  Female  com¬ 
pared  with  41  Male  and  8  Female  for  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  eases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  is  shown  for 
each  District  on  pages  16  to  18. 

There  was  no  undue  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  or  whooping  cough. 
The  notification  of  measles  was  greatest  between  July  and  November. 
No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  There  was  one  death  fromr 

Measles  but  no  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough. 

A  total  of  53  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred  of  the  mild  Sonne  type. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  sore  throats 
occurred  in  Swaylands  Residential  School,  Penshurst.  The  epidemic 
was  due  to  Haemolytic  Streptococci  and  the  Health  Department 
co-operated  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  School  and  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  in  the  control  of  the  epidemic. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  1958,  four  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  occurred,  there  were 
no  deaths. 

The  numbers  and  cases  of  deaths  from  acute  poliomyelitis  in  the 
Area  from  1947,  when  the  disease  first  became  prevalent,  were  as 
follows: —

On  page  21  figures  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  show 

the  number  of  persons  who  received  injections  against  poliomyelitis 
during  the  year. 

In  September,  1958,  the  Ministry  of  Health  announced  a  further 
extension  to  the  Scheme  for  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  to 
include  all  persons  born  since  1st  January,  1933,  and  a  third  injection 
for  all  persons  who  received  their  second  injection  more  than  seven 
months  previous. 


It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  the  reduced  incidence  of  polio¬ 
myelitis  in  the  Area  and  I  would  strongly  urge  that  all  those  who  are 
i  eligible  but  have  not  yet  received  injections  against  poliomyelitis, 
;  should  be  protected  without  delay. 

I  Tuberculosis. 


During  the  year  1958,  58  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
5  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified.  There  were 
3  deaths  during  the  year  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  2  deaths 
from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  figures  for  individual  districts 
are  given  on  page  19. 


Mass  Radiography  Survey. 

During  the  year  a  Mass  Radiography  Survey  was  conducted  in  ail 
Districts  in  the  Area.  This  was  arranged  by  Dr.  G.  I.  Rees  Jones,  the 
Medical  Director,  who  attended  the  various  Councils  to  discuss  the 
arrangements  for  the  Survey,  the  success  of  which  was  greatly  helped 
by  the  interest  and  assistance  of  the  Members  and  Officials. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  29.  (Under  this 
section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease.) 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47.  (Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.) 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  apply  for  any  Removal  Orders  under 
this  Section  during  the  year. 

September  Floods. 

During  the  night  of  September  5/6th,  1958,  a  quite  exceptional 
storm  occurred  which  resulted  in  much  flooding  in  the  Area,  this 
occasioned  much  work  for  many  members  of  Councils’  staffs  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  record  that  the  exceptional  flooding  did  not  result  in 
any  increase  in  notifiable'  Disease.

Routine  visits  have  been  carried  out  at  cafes,  restaurants  and  can¬ 
teens  in  addition  to  the  detailed  surveys  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Informal  notices  were  served  in  24  instances  drawing 
attention  to  various  defects  and  much  time  was  spent  during  visits 
impressing  on  food  handlers  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  high 
standard  of  food  hygiene. 

Routine  visits  were  carried  out  at  bakehouses.  A  large  amount  of! 
bread  retailed  in  the  district  is  manufactured  in  factory  bakehouses 
outside  the  area. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  case  when  a  loaf  of  bread  was 
found  to  contain  a  portion  of  bandage.

No  new  sewage  disposal  plants  were  installed  during  1958,  nor  were 
there  any  important  extensions  of  the  system  except  in  Hildenborough 
at  the  Gough  Cooper  Estate,  Extension  of  Knowsley  Way  and  the  new 
Estate  off  Coldharbour  Lane.  Also  the  extension  of  the  sewer  to 
serve  the  development  at  Warrington  Road,  Paddock  Wood. 

Twelve  new  septic  tanks  were  installed  at  private  premises  which 
needed  better  sewage  disposal  arrangements. 

Eight  houses  with  earth  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets.

,  ^  transport  cafe  at  Pembury  was  completely  modernised  during1 
the  year  new  sink  units  were  installed  and  wall  and  floor  surfaces 
improved;  other  new  equipment  was  installed.  The  provision  of  a  new 
worns  canteen  at  a  Paddock  Wood  factory  is  in  hand  and  the  canteen 
at  another  Paddock  Wood  factory  has  been  modernised.  All  res¬ 
taurant  premises  continue  to  be  well  supervised. 

Major  works  to  improve  the  structural  conditions  at  two  bakehouse 
premises  were  completed  during  the  year.  These  are  located  at  Lang- 
ton  Green  and  Speldhurst.  The  two  premises  at  Lamberhurst  were 
found  to  have  inadequate  storage  facilities  for  bread.  Adequate  and 
satisfactory  facilities  were  subsequently  provided.  Minor  faults 
found  at  other  bakehouses  were  rectified. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  action  to  improve  the  structural  conditions 
and  equipment  at  three  of  the  twenty  premises  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  Preserved  Pood  (Section  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act). 
These  are  now  satisfactory. 

Improvements  were  obtained  at  12  grocers’  premises  following 
action  taken  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Many  minor  faults 
were  rectified  during  routine  visits  to1  such  premises. 

Only  one  permanent  stall  operates  in  the  district  and  this  is  subject 
to  annual  licensing  by  the  planning  authorities.  Others  operate  during 
the  hop-picking  season  at  the  camps  where  they  are  regularly 
inspected. 
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No  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  organised  during  the  year  but  the 
usual  practice  of  instructing  food  handlers  was  carried  out  during 
routine  visits  to  food  premises.

The  Borough  of  Royal  Tunbridge  Wells  Water  Undertaking  sup¬ 
plies  Southborough  Urban  District.  Supplies  have  been  sufficient 
during  the  year  and  the  quality  of  the  water  as  shown  by  sampling 
was  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  four  unsatisfactory  samples. 
These  were  from  a  branch  of  the  system  supplied  by  the  Sevenoaks 
and  Tonbridge  Water  Company;  the  Company  has  now  completed 
extensive  improvement  works  in  this  part  of  the  system.

Thirteen  premises  were  visited  in  connection  with  infestations  as 
follows: — 

Cockroaches  4;  Fleas  3;  Ants  4;  Earwigs  2. 

Gammexane  was  used  successfully  against  cockroaches  and  ants. 
Fleas  were  cleared  by  residual  spraying.  Difficulty  was  experienced 
in  clearing  the  earwig  infestations,  but  a  combination  of  residual 
spraying  inside  the  properties  concerned,  powdering  with  gammexane 
outside,  and  use  of  a  bait,  consisting  of  bran,  golden  syrup  and  sodium 
fluoride,  eradicated  the  infestations. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  was  sprayed  with  a  miscible  concentrate 
of  5%  B.H.C.,  and  fly  and  cricket  infestation  was  kept  to  a  minimum. 
Gammexane  powder  was  also  used  as  a  routine  dusting  on  the  tipping 
face.

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  cafes, 
restaurants  and  canteens,  for  enforcement  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations. 

Bakehouses  were  inspected  regularly  under  the  Factory  Acts  and 
Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  premises  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  preserved  food  (section  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act) ,  also 
at  other  Food  Stores. 

One  food  vehicle  used  for  the  sale  of  fish  in  the  surrounding  areas 
appeared  to  be  in  good  and  clean  condition  at  all  times  when  inspected. 

Owing  to  the  poor  structural  state  of  a  Food  Factory  used  for  the 
manufacture  of  crumpets,  the  proprietors  decided  to  close  the  factory. 
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Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  to  all  food  premises.  At  the 
present  time  work  is  in  progress  enlarging  and  generally  improving 
the  premises  of  a  multiple  grocers. 

Improvements  required  to  the  one  food  factory  within  the  District 
were  found  to  be  so  extensive  that,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  poor, 
structural  state  of  the  building,  the  scheme  was  found  to  be  un¬ 
economical.  The  owner  decided,  therefore,  to  discontinue  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  food  at  these  premises  and  to  convert  one  room  to  a  bulk 
store  for  distribution. 

One  cafe  in  the  District  was  connected  to  main  drainage  and  the 
lighting  and  water  supply  was  greatly  improved. 

Systematic  inspection  was  carried  out  at  all  premises  registered  for 
the  manufacture  of  preserved  foods. 

6.  Unsound  Food.

All  unsound  food,  with  the  exception  of  butchers’  meat,  is  collected 
and  buried  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.  Condemned  meat  is  dyed  and 
sent  for  sterilization,  after  which  it  may  be  used  for  animal  food  or 
fertiliser. 

7.  Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  1958.
